W and thén we come upon a 

N decorative scheme so individual, 

so altogether charming in de- 

fiance of conventional rules, that it 

clamors for attention. Its story must 

be told far those who fecl moved to 

work out rsonal plans in decoration 

which cape may not follow slavishly 

in well-worn paths. 

Particularly since the modern move- 
ment has settled down to stay do many 
home-makers long for a bit of the new 
in rooms whcre both furniture and ac- 
cessories are in a different key. It is 
possible to do this in many cases with- 
ou: in the least disturbing the integ- 
rity of. the scheme. 

We could not have a more delightful 
illustration of the point than the little 
room or the photograph, which, by the 
way, js the achievement of the home- 
maker herself and not the work of a 
professional decorator. 

Into this narrow skylight room on 
the top floor of an apartment in the 
80's she has brought her own ehoice of 
color and arrangement, mixing the 
classic and the modern with a naive 
anderstanding that is most interesting. 

The color scheme of buff and mauve 
and pale green against the black and 
white foundation is as crisp and deli- 
cate as a breath of springtime, and 
especially Pleasing under the direct 
rays of light’ from above. The com- 


bination is not inconsistent with the 
antique furniture, yet its clear, light, 
fresh treatment and the definttely ‘pat- 
terned floor also reflect the modern 
trend. |. 

On. the long table with its mirrored ! 
top (also,a modern touch) the sterjing 
candelabra, elso classic in design, hob- 
nob quite comfortably with modern 
glassware"of pale amber and form the 
most important decorative element in 
the room. ‘Tie silver note is repeated 


again and yct again by other candie- 
holders, and a huge sterling, bowl 
Placed cn steps of a medern skyscraper 
cabinet at the opposite end of the 
room, not shown. Above the cabinet, as 
& bockground for the silvar, is a color- 
ful pancl of antique brocade: within 
the cabinet shelves a sturdy: silver tea- 
pot and goblets of colored erystal, 

This strong emphasis of silver as a 
decorative note, while consistent with 
practically all period schemes, is. as we 
know, one of the most important mod- 
ern themes and one which is developed 
in countless interesting ways. The i1m- 
portant vase or Statuette of sterling, 
the siiver !amp or frame for: the mdda- 
ern mirror, silver smoking a@eessories, 
all fit with distinction into. the re- 
Strained modern seiting in. neutral 
tones or into the more .éxotic and. col- 
orful schemes with equal charm and 
a dignity which few other ornaments 
impart. 


Opposite the modern cabinet we have 
been discussing, the little hanging shelf 
is strangely tn feeling though not in 
design. And then we come to the side 
wolls of this amazing Httle room—ia 
refreshing surprise indeed. For here in 
the campany of an antique vestment 
and a pair of Venetian mirrors. the 
hostess has hung Russian prints of the 
frankly modern schgol, done in colors 
that intensify, those found in the wall 
hanging and the general scheme. It 
was a daring thing to do, but success- 
ful through most careful handling. 


There were, NO windows in this sky- 


light room, which ‘naturally robbed the 


scheme of an opportunity for pattern 
and color in @raperies. This shortccm- 
ing has been splendidly balanced by 
the use of fabric on the walls. With 
the Hnoleum floor covering, the lack of 
upholstering on ‘chairs and the absence 
of curtains.this introduction: of rich. 
lustrous fabric was. essential in order tu 
prevent a sense of coldness and also ‘to 
provide pattern of a more subtle type 
than that furnished by the floor alone. 
The lace \squares beneath the. service 
Plates also add. pleasing texture with- 
out diminishing the sparkle of the 
table top. ; 2 
_ With such an example before us— 
and remembering it was planned with- 
out professional advice-—we are inspireg 
to do all manner of things. to Jacklustre 
rooms in the home. } ; 
Where color scemes are drab, afflicted 
with too much taupe upholstering, a 


dull rug or unintercsting draperies, we 
may make quite inexpensive though 
colerful changes which will gtve the 
room. new interes. and the modern 
touch, It ts surprising to seo how much 
character well tailorcd slip covers of 
ecnservative tnough modern design will 
add to taupe-dovered chairs or a sofa. 
Care must be taken o have the pattern 
in feeling with the gencral type of the 
room. One would not intreducea fleshy 
block-and-cirgle pattern, for example, 
in an otherwise conservative or Period 
room, while a modern textural design 
worked out in self tones or different 
shades of one harmonious color might 
prove both effective and appropriate. 

Oiten adopting the newer method of 
curta:ning windows will do a great deal 
foy a room. If the rug or upholstering 
be definitely patterned, that new win- 
dow treatment which uses full, straight 
curtains of sheer silk gauze in a deli- 
cate tint is very charming and creates 
®& rather modern feeling. Thése cur- 
tains are usually hung from the very 
top of the window frame and extend to 
the flocr, completely Riding the window 
frame. 

Following the lesson of the room jl- 
lustrated—but following it advisedly— 
We can find many excuses for the use of 
modern pictures ‘in place of those 
which, through constant use, have oe- 
come too familiar.

* photograph, a great deal of fuash in- 
terest can be brought into the room 
through. taking an inventary of its 
accéssories, bringing up to date. such 
telltale objects as cushions, lamps and 
brie-a-brac. :

‘Removing, Water 
Spots 


ILS and woolens are oftcn spotted 
S by rain or water. Steaming is 
cspcclally satisfactory in remov- 
my such spots. This can be done over 
ncr bowl of very hot water. Tha 
stcam spreaders which fit on the spout 
of the tea kettle are excellent for this 
purpose. After steaming shake the 
ar.icle dry or if it is a garment dry it 
cn a hanger, which keeps It in shape. 

If steaming does not remove the 
spots, carcfully sponge with a damp 
cloth. gradually increasing the area, as 
is done In dry cleaning spots, or moist- 
en the entire material evenly and press 
while still damp. 

Care should be taken not to allow 
crepes or wooiens to become too damp 
or they may shrink. 

When garments are exposed to rain 
they should be removed as soon as Ppos- 
sible after ,they became damp,’* for 
wearing them while wet is more in- 
jurious to the garment than the actual 
wetting.
